•  Make  public  officer  personnel  files  (inc.  the  report,  investigation  &  finding)  of  incidents  involving  discharge  of 
firearm  at  a  person  by  an  officer;  incident  in  which  use  of  force  resulted  in  death  or  great  bodily  injury;  Incident 
in  which  sustained  finding  made  by  law  enforcement  OR  oversight  agency  that  officer  engaged  in  sexual  assault 
involving  member  of  public;  Incident  in  which  sustained  finding  made  into  dishonesty;  perjury;  false  report; 
destruction;  or  concealing  of  evidence 

•  Make  some  civilian  complaints  public,  if  not  deemed  to  be  frivolous
